NEW YORK For most people, running one mara- 
thon is a daunting prospect, but research scien- 
tist Leslie Miller belongs to group of runners 
who have completed lOO or more marathons, 
many of them just for the fun of it. 

“It’s my hobby” said Miller, of Seattle, who 
has been running for about lo years and aver- 
ages one marathon a month. “I just get out and 
run almost every day” 

Although she is only 32 years old. Miller has 
completed 160 marathons. Her only goal now is 
to keep running. 

“It would change my life if I had to stop,” she 
said. 

Road runners and couch potatoes alike can 
draw inspiration from Miller and others like her 
who have completed the ancient 26.2-mile race 
100 times or more. 

“I was struck by just how happy everyone 


was,” said Malcolm Anderson, who interviewed 
more than 120 such runners for “The Messen- 
gers,” his new book on the subject. 

“This was what they were so passionate about 
doing,” said Anderson, a New Zealander living 
in Canada, adding that often runners began 
with nothing but a desire to change their health. 

“Many started out by not wanting to run or 
not liking to run,” Anderson said. 

He found that runners who completed 100- 
plus races ranged in age from mid-20s to 80s, but 
as a group they tended to be goal-driven, patient, 
resilient and social. 

“They have a strong comfort level for taking 
on adversity” he said. “But it’s primarily about 
doing something with other people, seeing new 
places and sharing.” 

He said when the race is run they’ll sit down 
for coffee or beer and never mention their times. 

Tom Holland, an exercise physiologist based 


in Darien, Conn., who has run more than 70 
marathons, said many 100 -marathoners are late 
bloomers. 

“You would also be surprised at how many 
started running much later in life,” said Hol- 
land, author of “The Marathon Method,” a 
16 -week training program for the race. 

He said it’s common to encounter a 55-year- 
old veteran of no marathons who started to run 
at 50. 

“You would be really surprised at how many 
of these people are actually overweight,” Hol- 
land said. “They don’t run fast, just far, and of- 
ten.” 

Holland, who strongly urges all runners to 
cross train, rest and recover, said for some peo- 
ple, running is a necessity 

“It gives them a purpose, a goal, and a way to 
quiet their minds. They are much better people 
because of running.” 


WHY 26.2 MILES? 

When the marathon first was intro- 
duced in the 1896 Olympic games, 
it was roughly 24.85 miles long, 
representing the distance between 
the Greek cities of Marathon and 
Athens. History has it that a Greek 
messenger ran between those cities 
to announce a Greek victory over 
the Persian army. So where does the 
26.2 come from? In 1908, Olympic 
officials in England lengthened the 
course, which initially started from 
downtown Windsor and ended in 
downtown London, so the royal 
family could see it begin from their 
front lawn at Windsor Castle, outside 
the downtown area. This meant the 
course measured in at 26 miles and 
385 feet. It’s stayed that way ever 
since, source: chicagomarathon.com

Among the options the agency presented 
Monday at the Evanston Main Library: Clos- 
ing stations, designating the Loyola stop for 
transfers between the Red and Purple lines, 
and creating a so-called flyover that wotxld 
allow Brown Line trains to cross above the 
others at the Belmont stop. 

Separately, the CTA is working on an idea 
that would turn the Wilson stop into a trans- 
fer station between Red and Purple lines. 

A public meeting for that proposal, which 
would rely on federal funding announced last 
year, is slated for the summer. 

A second meeting about the overall project 
is scheduled for 5-7:30 p.m. Tuesday at the 
Broadway Armory, 5917 N. Broadway 

The CTA last year presented six options 
to modernize the Purple and Red lines north 
of Belmont but whittled the package down 
to four after getting 1,500 comments from 
the public. The agency said it no longer is 
considering a three-track idea that would

close stations— partly because of negative 
feedback from riders— or an option that 
would implement a subway component, 
because it was too costly 

The options it is considering: 

5 stations would close: The CTA would 
shutter the Foster and South Boulevard stops 
on the Purple Line and the Jarvis, Thorn- 
dale and Lawrence stops on the Red Line. 
Alternate access at nearby stations would 
be provided. Loyola would transform into a 
transfer station. 

No stations would close, extensive face-lift: 

This is the new option the CTA presented 
Monday, based on rider feedback. No sta- 
tions would close, but five Red Line stations 
would get new entrances. Most of the curves 
where trains slow down would be straight- 
ened. Loyola would turn into a transfer 
station. 

No stations, minor face-lift: Loyola would 
become a transfer station. No stations 
close. A couple of the slow curves would 
straighten. 

No action: The CTA only would perform 
basic maintenance on the stations. 

A CTA spokeswoman said numbers for 
how much these proposals would cost are not 
available. 

The agency currently is drafting an 
environmental impact statement that would 
detail how these proposals would affect the 
area around the stations. The CTA said it 
expects to complete this statement this year, 
and riders would be able to comment on it 
in 2013.

When the 
CTA announced it was going to install additional security 
cameras in June, the agency did so at the Halsted stop, 
which received an influx of cameras. And the station was 
one of the first to get cleaned by the “Renew Crews” 
as part of a station spruce-up program that began In 
September. The CTA said it repainted columns and 
did some behind-the-scenes improvements. Going 
Public visited the station last week and found that 
most of the graffiti on the stairwell walls no longer is 
visible, though the benches under the heat lamps could 
use a few coats of paint because they look dirty.

Filming soon near you 

Quinn green-lights pian aiiowing speed cameras across neariy half the city

Gov. Quinn gave Mayor Emanuel something 
he wanted Monday: The power to use cameras 
across nearly half of Chicago to nab speeding 
drivers and fine them as much as $ioo. 

Questions linger about the effectiveness and 
scope of the speed camera plan, but the gover- 
nor sought to frame the issue as about protect- 
ing children, not raising revenue. 

“I think that you’ve got to understand that if 
you save even one life, you are saving the whole 
world,” Quinn said during an appearance at a 
high school on the Far South Side. “I mean, 
what do you say to a parent that’s been there 
from the day their son or daughter was born, 
and they’re killed by a speeding motorist next to 
their school or their park?” 

“I think our job is to rise to the occasion and do 


what’s necessary to protect our kids.” 

The governor’s signature on the new law 
means the city can begin using speed cameras 
July I. Like their cousins the red-light cameras, 
automated equipment would be used to flag 
motorists for violations. 

Speeders going 6 to lo mph over the limit 
would face $50 fines. Those going ii mph and 
over would face the full $100 ticket. Red-light 
cameras generated $69 million for the city in 
2010, and speed cameras likely would grow that 
number considerably 

Money generated by speed cameras would go 
toward school safety and repairs to roads and 
bridges. During debate last fall in Springfield, 
opponents argued that Emanuel is more inter- 
ested in raising cash from tickets than promot- 
ing child safety, an accusation the mayor em- 


phatically rejected. 

‘All this requires is that drivers obey the law 
near schools and parks to ensure the safety of 
our kids,” Emanuel said in a Monday statement 
praising the governor’s action. 

Quinn’s approval of speed cameras comes 
after months of tension with Emanuel largely 
fueled by a disagreement over legislation that 
would bring a casino to Chicago. The new 
mayor helped put together a major gambling 
expansion deal last year, but Quinn blocked it, 
citing opposition to slot machines at horse rac- 
ing tracks. 

On Monday, Quinn denied agreeing to speed 
cameras as a way to improve his relationship 
with Emanuel, saying he follows his “con- 
science” when deciding whether to approve 
legislation. 


Rumors of 
Madonna in 
Chicago tough 
to track down

Facebook and Twitter lit up 
with discussion that she was un- 
able to find a suitable hotel in the 
big game’s host city The gossip ap- 
parently got its start on the morn- 
ing recap of Sunday’s festivities 
by Kathie Lee Gifford and Hoda, 
who said Indianapolis just didn’t 
have a hotel that was up to snuff 
for the 53-year-old “Vogue” singer. 

Us Weekly cited an unnamed 
source in its report that Madon- 
na stayed at a Marriott in India- 
napolis. 

A spokesperson for the hotel— 
where Madonna held a news con- 
ference before her performance 
— had no comment when RedEye 
called Monday 

According to Us, Madonna had 
a hydraulic yoga mat— one that 
rose as high as the room’s ceiling 
—installed in her digs at the hotel 
in the city’s downtown. The same 
source also reported a large pizza 
order— 50 pies in total— was de- 
livered to the hotel for her crew.

DAMASCUS: DEATHS STAGED 

The Syrian government denies firing on 
houses and says images of dead bodies on 
the Internet have been staged. State media 
said Monday that “armed terrorist groups” 
were firing mortars in the city, setting fire to 
tires and blowing up empty buildings to give 
the impression that Homs was under fire 
from President Bashar al-Assad’s forces. 


U.S. closes embassy but 
hopes to avoid intervention 

D Syrian forces bombarded Homs on 
Monday Icilling 50 people in a sustained 
assault on several districts of the city that 
has become a center of armed opposition to 
President Bashar al-Assad, the Syrian National 
Council opposition group said. 

Western countries seelcing Assad’s downfall 
scrambled to find a new diplomatic strategy af- 
ter the defeat of a U.N. Security Council reso- 
lution backing an Arab League call for Assad to 
give up power and start a political transition. 

The U.S. shut its embassy in Damascus and 
said all staff had left the country due to wors- 
ening security Britain said it withdrew its am- 
bassador from Syria and would seek further 
European Union sanctions against Syria. 
Russia fought back against blistering criti- 


cism from the West for vetoing the resolution 
Saturday Foreign Minister Sergei Lavrov, who 
is due in Damascus on Tuesday said condemna- 
tions of Moscow’s veto had verged on “hyste- 
ria.” 

President Obama said that however hard 
Western countries are prepared to lean on 
Assad diplomatically they still had no inten- 
tion of using force to topple him, as they did 
against Moammar Gadhafi in Libya last year. 

“I think it is very important for us to try to 
resolve this without recourse to outside mili- 
tary intervention. And I think that’s possible,” 
he told NBC’s “Today” show. 

The opposition Syrian National Council’s 
Catherine al-Talli told Reuters that the shelling 
of Homs early Monday killed 50. 

Assad’s opponents say his tanks and artil- 
lery killed more than 200 people in the city 
Friday night in the bloodiest incident of the 
ii-month-old uprising against his rule. 


That attack, branded a “massacre” by France 
and “unspeakable” by Obama, set the stage 
for intense efforts over the weekend to lobby 
Moscow not to block the U.N. Security Coun- 
cil resolution. 

But Russia argued the resolution was one- 
sided and would have amounted to taking the 
side of Assad’s opponents in a civil war. China 
also vetoed the measure, by most accounts fol- 
lowing Russia’s lead. 


D PETA sues 
to free whales 

Attorneys for the People for the 
Ethical Treatment of animals 
planned to ask a federal judge 
Monday to free five orcas from 
SeaWorld. The group is arguing 
that five killer whales-Tilikum, 
Katina, Kasatka, Ulises and Corky- 
should be protected by the 13th 
Amendment, which bans slavery 
and involuntary servitude. 


18 killed 
in shipwreck 

Dominican officials were investigat- 
ing the capsizing of an overloaded 
immigrant smuggling boat that killed 
18 people, and rescue teams were 
searching Monday for 20 or more 
people missing off the Dominican 
Republic coast, authorities said.

The Bulls had the NBA’s best record last 
season and were three games away from 
playing in the NBA Finals. But something 
was amiss. 

Starting shooting guard Keith Bogans, a 
defensive hound, was an offensive liability He 
averaged 4.4 points per game. Not good. 

In the offseason, the Bulls parted ways with 
Bogans and picked up veteran Richard Ham- 
ilton, who has been out much of the year with 
injuries. 

Bogans wasn’t happy about how he was 
treated. 

“I don’t know why they waived me,” Bogans 
told the Tribune on Monday “I get upset ev- 
ery time I talk about it.” 

Bogans is now playing for the New Jersey 
Nets, averaging 3.7 points per game. 

But would he make his former team and 
fans miss him Monday night when the Bxxlls 
rolled into town? We tracked him during the 
Bulls’ easy 108-87 

WE DON’T MISS HIM: Bogans gets the ball 
along the baseline for a wide-open 3-pointer 
early in the first quarter, and he bricks it. 

Been there, done that. Too often. 

WE MISS HIM: Bogans shows his toughness in 
the paint, using a pump fake, then following 
his own miss to score his first points of the 
game. 

WE DON’T MISS HIM: A wide-open Joakim 
Noah prepares to go up for a dunk— or at 
least a layup— but Bogans grabs him by the 
arm and swings him to the ground. Not cool, 
Keith. 


WE MISS HIM: Like he was able to do at 
least once a game, it seems, Bogans hits a 
3 -pointer to break a two-minute second- 
quarter scoreless streak for the Nets. Still, 
they are down 45-23 at this point. 

WE DON’T MISS HIM: When he’s in the 
game, Bogans spends most of the time 
hanging out behind the 3-point line, scarcely 
moving. Even on one good leg, Hamilton 
moves more in one night than Bogans does 
in an entire season. 


WE MISS HIM: At 10:55 the third quarter, 
Bogans drives to the hoop then drops off a 
nice pass to a cutting Kris Humphries for a 
dunk. Nifty play 

FINAL JUDGMENT: Let’s be real. The Bulls 
don’t miss Bogans. They don’t seem to miss 
anyone. Even with Derrick Rose, Hamilton 
and Luol Deng out for various periods of 
time this season, the Bulls haven’t missed a 
beat.

Two local chefs this year have an alternative to the annual 
Chicago Restaurant Week. 

Phillip Foss and Shin Thompson are hosting a joint feast 
Feb. 21 and calling it the Anti-Restaurant Week Dinner, but 
they say they aren’t necessarily against the annual lo-day event 
designed to entice new diners with discounted menus. 

“Restaurant Week was always a great means to build revenue 
during a generally slow time of the year,” said Foss, who serves 
elaborate multicourse meals at his restaurant El in Lawndale. 
“I definitely understand why restaurants participate in it.” 

Foss previously took part in Chicago Restaurant Week 
while working for Loop restaurant Lockwood, but he didn’t 
always feel the event offered diners a true representation of a 
restaurant. “It was a cheap way for people to get a taste of the 
restaurant, but it didn’t feel ever indicative of who we were big- 
picture,” he said. 

Foss connected with Thompson, chef and owner of high- 
end BYOB restaurant Bonsoiree in Logan Square, through 
Twitter and decided to collaborate on the dinner event. The 
two chefs hammered out a plan for a 15-course, $i5o-per-per- 
son dinner, with seatings from 5-9:30 p.m. at Bonsoiree. The 
menu will include items such as a motoyaki scallop, lobster 
and togarashi-seasoned dish and a course involving crab, sun- 
chokes, grapefruit and fennel. For a theme, Thompson sug- 
gested Anti-Restaurant Week. 

With each of their restaurants offering elaborate tasting 
menus that start at $75-$ioo per person, Thompson says it 
isn’t reasonable for him or Foss to offer the $33 prix-fixe deal 
that participation in Chicago Restaurant Week requires. 

To encourage higher-end restaurants to participate, orga- 
nizers added a $44 prix fixe option last year, according to the 
Chicago Convention and Tourism Bureau’s public relations di- 
rector Meghan Risch. She says she doesn’t believe the joint El- 
Bonsoiree event adds any value to Chicago Restaurant Week. 

More than 200 restaurants are participating in Chicago 
Restaurant Week. Foss and Thompson have sold out their al- 
ternative dinner and have 50 people on the waiting list.

sending signals again. Lincoln reluctantly 
joins his mother and the daughter of Em- 
met’s also-missing cameraman (Eloise 
Mumford) on a rescue mission funded by 
Emmet’s amoral ex-producer Clark (Paul 
Blackthorne), whose two equally smarmy 
cameramen will film the entire expedition.
